Kaiser Company officials today threatened to “liq­ 
uidate” the strike-bound Bristol plants u n le s s workers 
immediately reconsider and accept the company pro­ 
posal they rejected yesterday. 


The workers, meeting in the auditorium of the 
Warren Svnder School, Bristol, first accepted and then 
rejected a modified version of the company's "final” 
contract offer. 


The proposed contract, described by union officials 
as the “ best possible”, would Rive workers a five cents 
an hour increase for each of the next three years. 


The contract was first accepted by a 49-vote major­ 
ity of the 699 union members at the meeting but was 
later rejected when a technicality ruled out union office 
members. 
The 35-day-strike has idled 1,100 
workers, most of them members 
of I.oral 130. I AVV. 
The first vote was 374 to 325 
It was then pointed out that 
the union constitution rules indus­ 
trial workers must lie polled sep­ 
arately from office employes be­ 
cause some provisions of the pro­ 
posed contract apply only to pro­ 
duction or industrial workers.
